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BUSY YEAR AHEAD FOR THE 

BOARD OF TRADE BOOSTERS 


Sierra Madre boosters have a busy 
year ahead or thuftn if the Monday 
• •veiling; mooting of the Hoard of Trade 
tan he taken as an indication. It was 
the lirst meeting after the summer re¬ 
cess and while the attendance was not 
large there was evident a get-together 
spirit which augured will for the ac¬ 
tivities of the coming season. Presi¬ 
dent 'lair was in the chair, with .1. L. 
Turner acting as Betrotary in the place 
of K. VV. Mead who resigned upon 
leaving Sierra Madre for tin- east re¬ 
cently. 

Resumption of efforts to secure the 
extension of Huntington Drive from 
Kineon crossing on tin* Pacific Wlectrh 

tiie west city limits of Sierra Madre 
was perhaps tin* most important mat¬ 
ter undertaken. A. S. Mead pointed 
out the necessity for the improvement 
as a part of the county highway sys¬ 
tem and the members present were a 
unit in declaring for an active cam¬ 
paign. 

1 1 will be necessary to open the road 
for a distance of about a mile, se¬ 
curing the right of way by gift, pur¬ 
chase or condemnation. With the 
light of way provided for the county 
authorities are said to have indicated 
they would take care of the improve¬ 
ment of the roadway. Tin* extension 
of Huntington Drive would not only 
bring many more visitors to Sierra 
Aiadre but the road would form a con¬ 
venient connecting link with tin- coun¬ 
ty boulevard on Santa Anita Avenue, 
coining down from Altadeim. 

Messrs. Lawless, Keys ad Andrews 
vvi ii* appointed a special committee to 
take up the matter of Investigating die 
light <>i way. 'they will also take up 
the enterprise with the city trustees 
anti secure tin* co-operation of the 
m.micipnl machinery. 

Hap tor City and County Consolidation 

rom u i unit at ions were read from tn*- 
j-an I* raiicisco Chamber of Commerce 
favoring, and from the Oakland Cham¬ 
ber ot Commerce opposing the pro¬ 
posed eit> and county .consolidation 
amendment which will he tin* sixth 
proposition nil tlu* ballot in November. 
While purporting to be drawn for the 
honeht of San Francisco, and ottering 
a measure of protection to the cities 
which San Francisco \vladies to annex, 
the amendment was shown in the dis¬ 
cussion to he particular^ dangerous 
to the smaller cities of Los Angeles 
i ount.v. it would permit l»s Angeles 
in nictate the terms of consolidation 
and then have the question determined 
by a majority vote of tin* whole coun¬ 
ty, and m such a contest Los Angeles 
could outvote the rest of the county 
about two to one. tin motion of George 
It. Morgridge a resolution was adopted 
i xpressing it as the sense of the board 
that i In* proposed amendment should 
be opposed as dangerous to the inter¬ 
ests of the entire state. 

Pasadena Interurban Rates 

Messrs. Halloa and Andrews dis¬ 
cussed the matter of the high rate ex¬ 
isting between Sierra Madre and Pas¬ 
adena, both for cash fares and com¬ 
mutation books, other members took 
a hand in the discussion and it was 
the unanimous opinion that the rates 
were out of preportion to tile distance 
as compared to other rates and that 
lower lares would result In greatly 
increased traffic. On motion of A. S. 
Mead the transportation committee 
was instructed to endeavor to secure 
the co-operation of tile Pasadena Hoard 
of Trade in securing lower fares from 
tin* Pacific Elevtric. 

Published decisions of the state rail¬ 
road commission are now available fur 
those desiring them at a price of fifty 
cents monthly, according to a com¬ 
munication from that body which was 
read to tin hoard. The desirability of 
keeping in touch with into decisions 
in transportation and public utility 
matters was discussed. On motion of 
K. K Ballou it was voted to subscribe 
for the weekly bulletins for a period 
oi six months. 

Will Reduce Number of Poles 

J. D. Mackerras reported for. the 
committee having in charge the mat¬ 
ter of securing the adoption of tlu* joint 
poh* system in Sierra Madre by the 
railway and light companies. The Kdi- 
son Gompany and tin* Pacific Electric 
have agreed to the proposal for Cen¬ 
tral avenue, which will mean tin* elim¬ 
ination of one line of poles and an im¬ 
provement in the appearance of the 
street. One line of jK»h*s will also be 
eliminated on South Baldwin where 
the high power feed wire of tin* Pa¬ 
cific Khciric comes up from the sub¬ 
station at Arcadia. The proposed 
change there will reduce tin* present 
menace to linemen working on tlu* 
telephone wires and will probably re¬ 
sult In better telephone service in that 
part of town by decreasing the effect 
of induction which results from the 
present proximity of tlu* wires. 

Inter-City Commission 

< 'omnumicalions regarding the work 
of the San Gabriel Valley Inter-City 
Commission was read, in which Presi¬ 
dent Hen vis of that body urged upon 
the hoard the desirability of momber- 
ship from this city. Tin* work of that 
body and of the Trunk Line outfall 
Hewer Commission are closely related, 
and the desirability of securing a sew¬ 
er out lei for Sierra Madre was fav¬ 
orably commented upon. It was point¬ 
ed out as a necessity for the compar¬ 
atively near future. On motion of Mr. 


Huliou President Tarr appointed Mes¬ 
srs. Mead, Lawless and Ballou as a 
special committee to confer with the 
city trustees regarding membership in 
the commission. Sierra Madre would 
In* entitled to six delegates to tin* gen¬ 
eral body, three representing tin* Board 
of Trade and three the city govern¬ 
ment. < me of tin* number would be 
ehos«*n as a vice president of the Inter- 
( ity <’ummission. 

Membership applications of Dr. L. L. 
Krebs and A. M. I dell were received 
and acted upon favorably. Resigna¬ 
tions of Dr. George H. Cornell and Os¬ 
wald Kchlct were accepted. 

Free Wild Flower Seeds 

Free distribution of California Pop- i 
py and other wild (lower seeds will be 
resumed ibis fall as has been the prae- i 
tlee for several seasons. On motion j 
of George H. Morgridge the necessary 1 
appropriation was made and President 
Tarr appointed F. D. H. Monte as 1 
chairman of a special committee t«> \ 
oversee the distribution. 

An allowance of live dollars month¬ 
ly wa # s voted for the secretary's office. 

It was Intended merely to cover tin* i 
routine detail work of the office, giving 
the secretary some compensation or 
making it possible for him to hire, help j 
in such matters if his own time is 
too full.

manifesting much enthusiasm over the 
entertainment provided for all vtslt- 
j ors. 

"Hut no less remarkable was tlie ali- 
sciu e of pickpockets: of the prosti¬ 
tutes, procuresses, pimps, and other 
male parasites: touts. Unborn gamb¬ 
lers. lilack-legs, bunco men, swindlers 
and professional criminals, and black-

Anyone who will take the trouble to 
look into the history of the campaign 
for Home liule in Taxation will learn 
the following facts. 

One of the best features of the sep¬ 
aration of state and local taxation is 
that it paves the way for home Rule in 
Taxation. The separation was effected 
In 1910. In 1911 the assessors of the 
state in convention in San Francisco, 
took up the question of Home Rule in 
Taxation, which was strongly advocat¬ 
ed by Dr. Washington Dodge of San 
Francisco and others. • 

The same year The League of Cali¬ 
fornia Municipalities in session at 
Santa Barbara, appointed a committee 
to frame an Amendment for Home Rule 
in Taxation.

SAFEGUARDS IN NEW CHARTER 

Two points should be kept in mind 
in deciding how to vote on the pro¬ 
posed county charter—it provides for 
civ il service and the short ballot. The 
latter is supplemented by the pro¬ 
vision for the recall of all officers, 
whether elective or appointive. The 
wide application of civil service rules 
will do much to promote efficiency In 
appointive offices. The short ballot, 
making the few elective officers im¬ 
portant and conspicuous, will actually 
bring the county government much 
nearer the people than is the case with 
the present cumbersome ballot con¬ 
taining so many names that no voter 
can take time to inform himself re¬ 
garding the merits of the candidates. 
Vote for civil service and the short 
ballot, safeguarded by the recall, as 
embodied in the proposed charter.

Vote against Amendment No. 6 pro¬ 
viding for city and county consolida¬ 
tion when you cast your ballot in No¬ 
vember. It is a pernicious scheme to 
permit the two large cities of the state 
to gobble up their less populous neigh¬ 
bors willy nilly. San Francisco wants 
it, but every one of the smaller cities 
around the bay opposes it. Some Los 
Angeles people want it, but every out- 
side town or district seems to be op¬ 
posed to it. And well they may be 
frightened at the prospect of its en¬ 
actment into law. if they would con¬ 
tinue to govern themselves instead of 
being governed, or mis-governed, by 
the remote city. The text of the amend¬ 
ment appears to safeguard the right 
of independent decision on the part 
of the smaller cities in case of annex- 
itlon proceedings. But the danger lies 


DON'T BECOME CONFUSED 


The proposed county charter and the 
amendment providing for city and 
county consolidation are in no way re¬ 
lated. Tlie charter should lie adopted, 
but the consolidation amendment 
should be killed very, very dead. City 
mil county consolidation would mean 
the centralization of power over the 
whole county in the city of Los An¬ 
geles after the rest of the county had 
been gobbled up on terms acceptable to 
that and regardless of the wishes of 
the rest of the county. The proposed 
county charter would not mean one 
whit more centralization of power, geo¬ 
graphically, in the county government 
than is the case at present.
